The Second is an Eclipſe of the Con March the 25th, 
about 5 of the Clock in the Morning; but becauſe the 
Ois then juſt riſing, it will not be viſible to us here in 
England ; and beſides, the C is juſt then ſetting, and her 
Swurb Latitude, and Signs of ſhort Aſcenſion riſing, 
makes her ſet preſently, and thoſe that are Inhabitants of 
the Earth 6 Hours to the Weſtward will ſez it in their 
Meridian. 

The Third is a ſmall Eclipſe of the ©, on the 3d. Day 
of September in the Morning, and may be ſeen if the Air 
be clear. It happens in the 22d. degr. of M, and in the 
12th, Houſe of Heaven, and alſo both the Infortunes in 
& in the tenth Houſe in © at the beginning of the E- 
clipſe. It will be but a ſmall Eclipſe, and I will not ſay 
much of the Effects of it, which will not be great, nor 
ſcarce worth obſerving. 

The Fourth is an Eclipſe of the C, on the 18th. Day 
of September, at about 9 of the Clock at Night, and about 
half the Moon's Body will be darkned. Ir will be in 
the firſt Decanate of W, and will begin in the 12th 
Angle of Heaven ; and at the middle of the Eclipſe the 
Maleficks are in the Aſcendant, both in UU to the © and 
C: likewiſe the © is in , and the C in & to .
